Cell tower under attack 


What went up must come down, 
say Shepley Street residents. Their 
new neighbor, Nextel Communica- 
tions of the Mid-Atlantic, arrived in 
late April in the form of a 100-foot- 
high wireless communications cell 
tower on South Union Street in 
Lawrence, just over the Andover 
line near the Kids Curiosity Shop. 

While the tower sits in an indus- 
trial zone of Lawrence, it is 10 feet 
from the fence at the edge of Shirley 
Brady’s back yard on Shepley 
Street in Andover. It is visible from 
Route 495 near the Route 114 exit. 

Residents say the dangers of 
such a tower so close include its 
potential to crush homes if it fell 
over, long-term exposure to radia- 
tion emitted by the tower and low- 
ered property values. 

Andover neighbors of the tower 
say the tower is there illegally as 
Well, since they had no opportunity 
to oppose Nextel’s application to 
put a tower there. 

State law requires a city or town 
to notify residents within 300 feet of 
a proposed cell tower site of such an 
application, regardless of whether 
they are in a different municipality. 

Lawrence planners could not be 
reached for comment, but have 
reportedly admitted that there was 
a mistake. Nextel representatives 
could not be reached for comment 


either before Townsman press 
time. 

“It never should have gone up 
without a full public hearing,” says 
Patricia Scarborough, of 13 Shepley 
Street, mother of Jonathan Scar- 
borough, 4. 

While federal courts have ruled 
that there is no conclusive evidence 
that prolonged exposure to cell tow- 
ers cause learning disabilities in 
children, Scarborough says she has 
heard or read about such incidents 
in Sudbury and Methuen. 

According to a columnist writ- 
ing for the Lincoln Journal last 
month, a Sudbury couple experi- 
enced severe headaches, dizziness 
and memory loss after a cell tower 
was erected 350 feet form their 
home. They moved out of state to a 
tower-free zone, and their symp- 
toms disappeared, but they have 
been unable to sell their Sudbury 
house, the report said. 

“This tower is one and a half 
miles from Shawsheen (School). 
That's a huge unknown that you 
don’t want to deal with,” Scarbor- 
ough says. 

She is currently collecting signa- 
tures on a petition to have the tower 
removed, despite the fact that the 
tower was erected just after the 20 
day appeal period ended following

The call could 
prevent personal injury and property 
damage caused by ruptured pipes and 
cables, advises Bay State Gas, 

Under state law, anyone planning to 
excavate on private or public property 
must call Dig Safe toll free at 1-888-DIG-

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SAFE at least 72 hours before digging, 
except in an emergency. A call to Dig 
Safe notifies area gas, electric, tele- 
phone and cable television companies. 
Within the 72-hours, these companies 


visit the site and mark the location of 


underground pipes and cables at no 
charge. 

Bay State Gas advises homeowners 
or their contractors to call Dig Safe 
before they install sewer lines, septic 
systems or drains, do major landscap- 
ing or plant trees or shrubs, build addi- 
tions to homes, build or rebuild walks 
or driveways, install swimming pools 
or do any other kind of excavation. 

“Calling Dig Safe also can prevent 
the inconvenience of interrupted utili- 
ty service and expensive repairs,” said 
Mel Roast, Bay State’s manager, sys- 
tem maintenance. “Under Massachu- 
setts law, the cost of repairing under- 
ground utilities is charged to those 
directly responsible for causing the 
damage. In addition, the state Depart- 
ment of Telecommunications and 
Energy can levy fines as high as $1,000 
for failure to notify Dig Safe.” 


Improvements to 
River Road under way 


If you’ve noticed the traffic on River 
Road hasn’t exactly been flowing 
recently, it’s all for the better, planners 
Say. 

Ten million dollars of improvements 
to the Route 93 intersection on River 
Road are under way, and things are 
expected to get worse before they get 
better, says Fred L. Douglas of Vanasse 
and Associates, the design firm han- 
dling the project. 

When the project is complete, River 
Road will be widened to three lanes in 
each direction, the ramps will increase 
from one to two lanes and turning 
lanes will be added for people entering 
the ramps. Traffic lights will be added 
to ramp entrances to River Road to 
keep things moving. 

Phase 1, widening River Road and I- 
93 ramps should be done by November, 
and Phase 2, widening the bridge over 
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I-93 should be done by December 1999. 
Construction, scheduled daily from 
7 a.m. to 3:30 p.m., may limit traffic to 
one lane, but no detours will be 
required.

The inspirational speech of First 
Lady Hillary Rodham Clinton resonat- 
ed with local politicians and residents 
long after she left town last week. 

Clinton spoke to a packed house of 
more than 1,000 at UMass Lowell Fri- 
day, including Andover residents, 
political leaders and potential repre- 
sentatives. 

The group was organized by Con- 
gressman Marty Meehan, who one of 
his female colleagues called “the best 
feminist in Congress.” 

Clinton echoed the importance of 
education, health care, day care, pay 
and pension equity championed by 
five visiting congresswomen who also 
spoke at the forum, “Setting a 21st 
Century Agenda for Women.” 

Clinton redefined them not as 
women’s issues, but as Americans’ 
issues. 

While President Clinton was 
accused in his campaign of the “femi- 
nization of politics” by addressing 
child care, health Care, day care and 
education, Clinton Says she prefers to 
call the inclusion of such issues the 
“humanization of politics.” 

Her call to citizens to get involved 
in politics at any level is what hit

But Sridhar did have an opportuni- 
ty to see Clinton’s spontaneous jump 
out of her car, to visit with a group of 
children at the Community Teamwork 
Inc. day care center who stood on the 
corner near the UMass auditorium 
with welcoming banners. 

In her speech, Clinton emphasized 
the need for participation in an effec- 
tive democracy, and warned the audi- 
ence not to leave it up to the lobbyists. 

“Politics with a small ‘p’ is up to all 
of us,” Clinton said. 

Sridhar agrees that getting 
involved is the key to democracy, in 
Andover and across the country. She 
praised the visiting congresswomen 


Along with Meehan and Clinton, 
speakers included Democratic con- 
gresswomen Karen Thurman of Flori- 
da, Sheila Jackson Lee of Texas, 
Nancy Pelosi of California, Eleanor 
Holmes-Norton of Washington, D.C., 
and Rosa DeLauro of Connecticut. 

Acting Governor Paul A. Cellucci 
also delivered a_ short campaign 
speech touching on similar issues. 

The pleas for better health care, a 
patient’s bill of rights and quality day 
care seemed to resonate most with 
audience members. 

State Senator John O’Brien (D- 
Andover) said his family was as good 
an example of anyone’s struggle to 
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care for family, children or aging par- 
ents. O’Brien says he and his wife 
made their own mad dash Friday 
morning to get their children to 
school and day care on time to make 
Clinton’s speech. 

“They really are family issues, and 
not (just) women’s issues,” he said. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold (D- 
Andover) said he was beginning to 
hear about the need for more avail- 
able quality day care, but sitting in 
the audience Friday proved to be the 
last wake-up call he’ll need on the 
issue, he said. 

Congresswoman Lee delivered an 
impassioned speech on the impor- 
tance of day care, including her own 
story of being the last parent to arrive 
to pick up a forlorn child as the doors 
shut at the day care center. 

“Women all around me said ‘been 
there’ when they heard that story,” 
Finegold says. 

Lowell City Councilor Rita Merci- 
er, Candidate for the state representa- 
tive seat that covers Precinct 5 of 
Andover, said she has first-hand expe- 
rience as a working mother with a 
need for affordable day care and. as 
the daughter of a breast cancer sur- 
vivor, the need for a patients’ bill of 
rights.

Not the best way to end the gender wars

Seems like over the past several 
weeks there have been only two truly 
hot topics of conversation — Viagra 
and the Stephen Fagan case, 

You'll be pleased to know I’m not 
going to weigh in on Viagra. I’ll leave 
the debate over whether HMOs should 
cover it as a “major life activity” to oth- 
ers. 

The Stephen Fagan case is a bit hard- 
er to resist. Not because I know the 
whole truth about that situation. But I 
do have a bit of perspective on the way 
it has been covered, since I got the 
chance to observe the coverage of the 
tragic North Shore case known as 
LaLonde vs. LaLonde about 10 years 
ago. 

The father in this case was named 
Stephen as well. He and his wife, Vir- 
ginia, had a daughter, and divorced 
while she was still quite young. In some 
ways, the circumstances that followed 
were remarkably similar to those of the 
Fagans. 

One parent kidnaped the daughter, 


Nicole — not for nearly as long, but for 
essentially the same stated reasons. It 
was done solely to protect the daughter, 
this parent said, because the other par- 
ent had been abusing her. The Probate 
Court wouldn’t do its job, and stop 
unsupervised visitation by this “abu- 
sive” parent. Obviously, the courts 
were therefore putting Nicole in dan- 
ger. The other parent had no choice but 
to take matters into her own hands. 

That’s right — her hands. It was the 
mother who kidnaped the child. And 
that, apparently, is what makes all the 
difference in such cases. Virginia 
LaLonde disappeared for nine months, 
eventually returning with a television 
crew in tow, declaring that she would 
keep daughter Nicole in hiding until 
the courts barred Stephen from seeing 
their child. 

Nicole remained hidden for another 
seven months, passed from home to 
home in an underground network dedi- 
cated to helping women hide their chil- 
dren from ex-spouses or boyfriends. 

Virginia never convinced the courts 
of her cause. She was unceremoniously 
sent to jail while Nicole remained in 
hiding. A female — yes, female — Pro- 
bate Judge, Mary C. Fitzpatrick, ulti- 
mately found, more than a year after 
Nicole returned, “no credible evidence” 
that Stephen LaLonde had abused his 
daughter. Fitzpatrick awarded perma- 
nent legal custody of Nicole to her 
father, with physical custody to be 


shared by the two parents. Her 38-page 
ruling also found that it was Virginia 
who had manipulated the situation. 

Indeed, three social workers who 
found “evidence” that Nicole had been 
abused by her father, all did so under 
conditions controlled by Virginia. An 
evaluation that found similar “evi- 
dence” was done at a clinic selected by 
an advocate for Virginia. 

By contrast, experts with better cre- 
dentials — psychiatrists and psycholo- 
gists — found no basis for the abuse 
charges. District Attorney Kevin 
Burke, whose record in support of 
abuse victims was and remains out- 
standing, was also unconvinced of Vir- 
ginia’s credibility. 

But none of that mattered to the var- 
ious female columnists of the time, 
some of whom are the same ones wring- 
ing their hands about what a monster 
Stephen Fagan is, and how brain- 
washed his poor daughters are to be 
defending him. 

Back then, they portrayed Virginia 
as the heroic victim throughout the 
entire sorry episode, who did what had 
to be done. There were no recrimina- 
tions against Virginia for attempting to 
turn Nicole against her father. No 
howls of outrage that the “evidence” 
against Stephen LaLonde was not pro- 
cured in an objective setting. No out- 
rage that Virginia was trying to “steal” 
a relationship between Stephen and

residents had 
no choice 


Editor, Townsman: 

This is a copy of a letter recent- 
ly sent to Selectman Larry Larsen 
in response to a statement quoted 
in the newspapers. 

Dear Larry: 

I read with interest your com- 
ment at a recent selectmen’s meet- 
ing that, “government by lawyers 
is the most unfortunate govern- 
ment indeed.” 

As a citizen and long-time vol- 
unteer in town government, I 
couldn’t agree with you more. 

One of the advantages of small- 
scale, town-meeting government 
is that citizens can be fully 
informed about, and directly 
involved in, the decisions that 
affect themselves and their com- 
munity. When that system works 
well, there is no better example of 
democracy in action. It is there- 
fore particularly unfortunate 
when residents of a community 
reach a point of such frustration 
that their only recourse appears 
to be the courtroom. 

The lawsuit over light towers 
for late-night sporting events in 
Lower Shawsheen is an example 
of just that kind of frustration. 
Residents feel that they were not 
informed, that in fact they were 
disingenuously misled, by a war- 
rant article and accompanying 
discussion by town officials that 
mentioned “restoring” the lights 
that once existed on the field for 
“ice skating,” but omitted any ref- 
erence to either light towers or 
night-time use of the playing field. 

The frustration level was fur- 
ther exacerbated by the arrogant 
and disdainful way in which resi- 
dents were treated by certain 
members of the Board of Select- 
men when they appeared at a 
March meeting. 

Residents made the point that a 
careful reading of the record indi- 
cates that the participants at 
Town Meeting who voted for the 
warrant article could not reason- 
ably have been expected to know 
that in supporting the restoration 
of lights for ice skating, they were 
in fact voting for something far 
more intrusive. It did not help to 
hear at least two of the selectmen 


remark that they knew what they were 


voting for. 


There are at least two implications 
that can be drawn from that comment, 
neither of them particularly conducive 
to faith in the governmental process. One 
is that if residents were too dense not to 
realize what was actually meant by the 


wording of the article, that was

with Shawsheen is this: the teachers are recep- 
tive, dedicated professionals who get back to us 
prompily and propose “partnership” solutions. 
We've never been made to feel we have no say in 
our daughter’s learning. 

Interestingly, we faced a situation similar to 
the Medinas’ early on in our daughter’s kinder- 
garten year — during choice times she gravitat- 
ed toward the “dress up” area, rather than play- 
ing with the blocks or using the computer. We, 
too, were concerned with this. When we dis- 
cussed the issue with her teacher, she proposed 
that both of us encourage our child to branch 
out. It worked. Importantly, the teacher was 
responsive and proposed we work together — an 
approach we've seen a lot at Shawsheen. 

Regarding the issue of sex role stereotyping, I 
want to add that one day when I was volunteer- 
ing in the classroom, a group of four gisis asked 
me to come to the “dress up” area and told me to 
have a seat while they put on a play for me. It’s 
important for us in this day of gender con- 
sciousness not to be too rigid in our thinking. 

Regardless of the child’s reading or writing 
ability, Shawsheen strongly emphasizes lan- 
guage arts from day one through journaling and 
other writing activities. During kindergarten, 
prompted by the writing she was doing in the 
classroom, our daughter wrote and illustrated a 
cohesive story in her time off. When I mentioned 
the book to the teachers, she had my daughter 
bring it to school and read it to the class. 

We found, again from day one, Shawsheen 
has solidly built our daughter’s math skills. In 
her kindergarten year, every day she was 
exposed to numbers through graphing, estimat- 
ing and number pattern activities. She loves 
math and has strong math skills, which we 
attribute to the support she’s received at Shaw- 
sheen. 

I'll close by echoing the Medinas’ advice — 
whatever school you're considering, visit the 
classroom and talk with the teachers. Most 
importantly, talk with other parents and stu- 
dents currently enrolled. 

The Medinas found their solution in a private 
school. This may be the answer for some. But we

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Commuters, officials to meet on parking squeeze

Looking to improve the parking 
crunch at Andover’s two train station 
parking lots, along with conflicts 
between the MBTA and commuters over 
parking tickets, officials may keep the 
train discussion rolling at an upcoming 
selectmen’s meeting. 

Andover state Rep. Barry Finegold 
has suggested reopening the long-closed 
Shawsheen station. He believes a park- 
ing garage proposed by Marty Spagat for 
Brickstone Square could help free spaces 
in the area that could be used by com- 
muters. 

The town is also conducting a study to 
see if the people parking in the Railroad 
Street and Ballardvale train station lots 
are coming from out of town. If com- 
muters are driving by an underused 
Lawrence lot to use the crowded 
Andover station, Andover Police Chief 
Brian Pattullo wants to inform them that 
the Lawrence lot has security while the 
Andover lots are unsupervised. 

“(Town Planner) Sieve Colyer is mak- 
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ing a list of cars that opt 
park in the lot on a a 

daily basis and 
police will run list- |.

from,” said Pattullo. [ 

While it remains 
to be seen what 
solution will please 
residents, it is clear 
many weren't Finegold — let’s 
happy with the way talk June 1. 
the parking prob- 
lem was handled recently by the state. 

People who weren’t parking in legiti- 
mate, marked spaces by the Railroad 
Street stop were given $10 town parking 
tickets and posters from the MBTA, 
warning them that they could be towed, 
say residents. 

“Tt was a real gang effort. It really was 
an absolutely outrageous act by the 
MBTA,” says Scott Bartley, who says he 
lives at the Balmoral Apartments. 
“Nobody was blocking anybody by any 
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stretch of the imagination. It seems like 
bully-boy tactics.” 

Bartley says that commuters are 
careful not to block each other, but that 
they often create spaces because all of 
the marked ones are gone by 7:15 a.m. 

Bartley suggests the MBTA’s slogan 
could be “Come and catch our trains. We 
can’t guarantee your car will be here 
when you get back.” 

“Obviously they want to encourage 
ridership,” he says. “But if (they’re 
going to tow), we’ll all start driving into 
Boston and I don’t think anyone wants 
that.” 

Although it appeared to some resi- 
dents that Andover police were ticketing 
their cars, Andover police have not been 
involved with the ticketing or the 
threats to tow the cars that were placed 
on windows. 

The lot is controlled by the MBTA 
police. Under law, the town must supply 
the MBTA with an Andover parking- 
ticket book, and the MBTA has been 
using these tickets to tag cars that are 
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illegally parked, says Pattullo. 

“We’ve had numerous complaints 
about the parking in that commuter lot,” 
says Pattullo. 

The department will be involved with 
a discussion of how to solve the parking 
problem. 

“We are having a meeting at the 
Board of Selectmen’s meeting May 18 
with Representative Finegold, and that 
meeting will be to address the problems 
in that lot,” says Pattullo. 

(Finegold said Tuesday the meeting 
may be moved to June 1 to allow for 
more discussion about the North East 
Solid Waste Commission issues May 18.) 

Bartley indicates the idea of opening 
the old Shawsheen station has some 
merit, although he’s open to other ideas. 
He suggests making the lot available to 
Andover residents only, but Pattullo 
says the state would not allow that 
option. 

“I don’t know what the answer is, but 
there’s obviously not enough parking in 
Andover,” says Bartley.

Nicole. 

The judges who disagreed? Well, they 
weren't qualified to make rulings in child abuse 
cases, Virginia’s advocates declared. Kevin 
Burke was unconvinced of Virginia’s credibili- 
ty? Well, suddenly he was “incompetent” and 
“politically motivated.” 

I have a vivid recollection of one of Virginia’s 
court hearings. There were various supporters 
present, who were initially thrilled to see the 
amount of local media coverage. 

Thrilled, at least, until I mentioned to one of 
them that there appeared to be little to no credi- 
ble evidence that Stephen LaLonde had been 
molesting his daughter. That the psychiatrist 
on whom she was basing much of her case had 
some very serious credibility problems of his 
own. Did they have any evidence I didn’t know 
about? 

They looked at me in horror. “No credible 
evidence?” one of them hissed at me. “Virginia 
SAYS it was happening.” 

End of story. No need for hard evidence. She 
said it, therefore it had to be true. Because, of 
course, if the mother says one thing and the 
father says the other, the father has to be lying. 
And therefore, in this case, it was the system 
that was the monster because it wouldn’t accept 
Virginia’s view of the world, as they did. 

In some ways, little has changed. Look at the 
cover Of this week’s Tirme Magazine. The story 
is of a mother who kidnaped her children to 
keep them from her ex-husband, contending 
that he had threatened her and them with vio- 
lence. She is being assisted by an underground 
network of women who have taken matters into 
their own hands because “the courts won’t do 
their job.” 

Apparently it’s fine for women to flout the 
courts and the system, but not for men to do it. 

Does that mean these same people should 
now be walking the sidewalks in support of 
Stephen Fagan? Not at all. I agree with most of 
what is being said about him. He’s admitted that 
he broke the law. He didn’t work through the 
system as he should have. He not only deprived 
his daughters of the truth, he deprived them 
and his ex-wife of a relationship that was right- 
fully theirs. It certainly sounds like his methods 
of earning a living have been questionable at 
best. 

Regardless of what his wife’s problems were, 
he should be punished for simply cutting and 
running. I think some jail time is appropriate, 
as it was for Virginia LaLonde a decade ago. 

But it would be nice if those who seek to 
shape public opinion would confess to a blatant 
double standard. At least that might start to 
heal the continuing gender wars.

A BRIDGE TOO FAR? 


The fixed partial denture commonly known as a 
“bridge” is used to replace teeth in spaces where they are 
lost. Although bridges cannot replace more than two teeth 
in a row without increasing the number of abutment teeth 
(which serve as anchors on either end), they can be used 
to replace a number of teeth. However, when a number of 
teeth need to be replaced, greater force is placed on the 
natural teeth serving as abutments from normal function 
and such habits as clenching. Thus, if the span of space 
to be filled with replacement teeth is too great for the 
number of abutment teeth, it may be advisable to seek an 
alternative such as a removable partial denture. 

If one or more of your teeth have been lost to damage 
or decay, prompt attention with bridges, partials, or other 
methods of repair will prevent additional, perhaps bigger 
and more painful problems later on. Visit your dentist on a 
regular basis and practice good home oral hygiene.

More than 40 Andover High School 
teachers appeared before the School 
Committee Tuesday to ask for their 
support in their efforts to maintain 
the current block schedule.

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Voters choke Silly String at Wednesda

Let it be noted that Andover’s last 
legal can of Silly String was fired some- 
time before May 1, 1998. 

The third and final night of 1998 
Town Meeting banned silly string, 
smoke bombs and stink bombs.

dents last Wednesday also said, “No!” to 
having another study of the downtown 
parking problem, and to changing the 
way the town handles those who don’t 
pay their taxes. 

Voters did approve requiring second-

They also favored looking 
into expanding sidewalks on Chestnut 
Street away from the downtown, and 
changing zoning off Dascomb Road to 
make easier the development of a large 


Voters: put new fields at Rec Park

i Town workers will soon 
be studying how they can 
drag Andover recreation 
' into the pits — specifically, 
Articte into the old Essex gravel pit 

65 at Recreation Park. 
Town Meeting voters 
decided last Wednesday to 
spend $138,000 to look at turning the 
gravel pit area into playing fields. The 
vote came despite the objections of the 
Finance Committee, which warned 
that they were building on the most 
expensive location in town, and could 
afford to build many more fields if they 

| selected a different location. 

But other, cheaper sites to develop 
had also produced major neighborhood 
objections. And Selectman Brian 
Major reminded them that they had 
earlier taken an unofficial vote to show 
they were in favor of creating more 
fields. 

“On Monday, this body voted near 
unanimously to have the town move 
forward for recreational space,” said 
Major. “This is a real important thing 
to do to move forward.” 

Finance Committee member Don 
Robb called the gravel pit idea “the 
wrong solution,” adding “the cost of 
(creating) that, after the engineering 
study, is still more than $1 million.” 

Some of the money later approved 
for constructing fields will actually be 
spent on building roads to get to the 
fields, he argued. Robb also noted that 
people involved with a 1995 study of 10 
potential field sites in town ranked the 
gravel pit as having the lowest level of 
acceptability and the highest cost. 

“The reason it did (rank low) was 
because of the cost. However at all 
those other sites we had high objec- 
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tions from the neighborhoods. This is 
one area where we don’t,” said Public 
Works Director Bob McQuade. “There 
is no objection to this site,” 

No Abbot Street or other Andover 
resident spoke against the proposal at 
Town Meeting April 29. 

Community Services co-coordinator 
Mary Donohue also said that the state 
might pay for 54 percent of the work, 
and McQuade said some earth from the 
SHED site at Phillips Academy might 
be moved to the Rec Park field site. 

But Donohue explained Rec Park’s 
low ranking in the 1995 study different- 
ly than McQuade did. She said the 
study’s results were skewed by neigh- 
bors of different neighborhoods who 
did not want a field near their home. 

A look at the 1995 study appears to 
support Donohue’s claim. 

The 1995 study asked officials and 
neighbors of 10 potential field sites to 
evaluate the sites on eight issues: 
access, parking, security, compatibili- 
ty, maintenance, environment, loca- 
tion and preparation. 

Placing fields in the Essex gravel pit 
or at upper Rec Park were the two low- 
est ranked proposals. 

But that was because Rec Park 
neighbors rated the Rec Park location 
“poor,” the lowest possible description, 
for all eight criteria. Of the 56 other 
responses for Rec Park there was only 
one other “poor” rating. 

Of the 10 sites, the highest ratings 
were in favor of placing one or more 
fields near the ledge by Chandler fields, 
or on land by West Elementary or San- 
born schools. 

All 10 sites were evaluated by 
McQuade; Stephen Colyer, planning 
director; Jim Bamford, forest and park 
director; Bob Pustell, Conservation 
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Commission chairman; and youth 
sports league representatives. 


Best of the rest 

The Rec Park engineering money 
was just one part of Article 65, which 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski origi- 
nally submitted to be approved as one 
vote. 

Selectmen asked him to break it into 
eight separate votes before Town Meet- 
ing, and all eight were approved. 

A skateboard park at a cost of 
$45,000 had been approved Tuesday, 
and Wednesday the town approved the 
Rec Park money and: 

$300,000 for 
improvements; 

* $125,000 to study closing a landfill: 

* $100,000 for “town capital projects,” 
more work at Memorial Hall Library; 

* $30,000 for improvements at Pomps 
Pond, including a new dock; 

* $250,000 for aerial mapping of the 
town, to be used by planning and other 
town departments; and 

* $12,000 to design a traffic light for 
the intersection of Lovejoy and Das- 
comb roads. 

Voters questioned why crosses were 
painted in the roadways around town 
when the money to create an aerial 
map had not yet been appropriated. 

McQuade said work had already 
begun on mapping because of the limit- 
ed amount of time before tree leaves 
obscure certain areas. 

As for the need for lights at Lovejoy 
and Dascomb roads, Stapczynski said, 
“We have had several bad accidents, 
and one of the abutters updates me fre- 
quently.” 

Fred Fitzgerald, of Central Street, 
called it a dangerous intersection. 
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new building for Smith & Nephew, Inc. 

Some residents also applauded when they 
heard officials withdraw articles 76 and 77, to cre- 
ate a public/private partnership called Andover 
Link to the Future Corporation. 


Stringing them along 

Article 81 proved to be da bomb with the 400 
voters attending the final night of Town Meeting. 

Smoke bombs, and stink bombs and Silly 
String are now prohibited in town because resi- 
dents adopted a bylaw that says, “The town has 
experienced severe problems with persons dis- 
charging stink bombs, smoke bombs and Silly 
String and other aerosol products.” 

It adds these products “are causing a deterio- 
ration of the aesthetics of the community.” 

The article to ban these substances was 
approved easily with a simple hand vote. 

Silly String comes in an aerosol can, and 
when sprayed, the can emits a colorful product 
that looks like string. 

During Andover’s 350th celebration, one band 
said they would not come to town for a parade 
unless Silly String was banned because if Silly 
String is left on instruments, it can damage the 
finish.

The money will be used to recon- 
struct the school’s outdoor track, 
replace older windows throughout the 
school and install shades in the new 
field house. Officials also revealed, 
upon questioning from the Town 
Meeting floor, that a rewrite of the 
article they made at Town Meeting 
allowed any extra money to also be 
spent on “furnishings and equip- 
ment” for the school. 

Track team members assured 
Town Meeting that a new surface 
would not only decrease running 
times and injuries, but also have 
intangible benefits. 

“It is not just times that improve, 
but spirit as well,” said one team 
member. 

“It’s pretty sad that one of the most 
respected teams in the state has one of 
the worst tracks in the state,” said 
track team member Katie Sullivan, of 
Vine Street. “We’d like to see our 
fastest track times come from our own 
home-track advantage.” 

Voters gave the team the chance to 
make that happen with overwhelming 
approval of the funds. 

But it isn’t voters who have been 
withholding funds for the track. The 
money for the track and window work 
had already been approved twice by 
Town Meeting, in 1994 as part of the 
original $26.5 million for the Andover 
High School project, and again as part 
of $2.43 million extra in 1996. 

But those improvements were cut 
from the project twice, because offi- 
cials had to use the 
money to pay for 
expenses the archi- 
tects did not expect. 
The shade work was 
added in the 1996 
request, and then cut 
from the project later 
for the same reason.

- Stapezynski told Deso that if it 
costs less than $768,000 to do the 
track reconstruction, window 
replacement, and shade installation 
then the remaining money would be 
spent on furniture and equipment. 
The $768,000 approved for the 
track, window, and shades this year 
added $173,500 to the cost residents 
approved just two years ago, for the 
Same work. 
_ The shade work has consistently 
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been estimated at $63,000 since it 
was requested in 1996. Most of the 
two-year cost increase came in the 
estimate to replace new windows. 

Since 1994, the price town offi- 
Cials list for the track and window 
work has risen even more than 
$173,500. 

When the exterior running track 
and new windows were eliminated 
from the project in 1994, the value of 
the cut for this work was estimated 
to cost only $295,000. This estimate 
did not include the money for 
design work and contingency costs. 
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School athletic officials argued at 
Town Meeting that Andover needs a 
new track because the current 30- 
year-old track is crumbling. 

“If we were to bid for a state com- 
petition today, they’d laugh at us,” 
Said long-time track coach and 
newly-elected School Committee 
member Dick Collins. 

“It would be a slap in the face to 
the kids of Andover to reject it,” he 
said. “Let’s not slap the kids in the 
face. Let’s support them and 
approve this.”

While every speaker agreed the kids 
deserved a new track, some questioned why 
the town needed to approve so much money 
again.

The selectmen approve it, the Finance 
Committee approve it, and nobody cares 
how this money is spent.” 

Stapcezynski told Feinberg he had been 
given the chance to bid on the track work if 
he wanted, hinting that Feinberg’s com- 
ments came as a result of a business con- 
cern. 

But Feinburg replied, “It’s not a business 
issue,” adding he had actually won the bid 
the first time. 

Officials said they could not just resur- 
face the track because the track was in ter- 
rible shape and had already been resur- 
faced once. 

“We did do extensive studies relative to 
the track. We looked into a quick fix. We 
looked into a resurfacing and a painting,” 
said Jim Marsh, School Building Commit- 
tee chairman. “It was deemed (appropriate) 
to build a new track. That, in the long run, 
it would be the least expensive way.”

Fruits and vegetables are good for you. We all 
know that they are.

may benefit 
women’s health 


Recent studies suggest that omega-3 
fatty acids may have an impact on a 
women’s health than previously real- 
ized. In a recent study, published by 
the Journal of the National Cancer 
Institute, scientists discovered that 
high doses of omega-3 fatty acids 
quickly changed the fatty acids in 
women’s breast tissue in a way that 
might lower breast cancer risk. 

The study showed that breast tissue 
changed three months after a diet 
shift. Taking 3 grams of fish oil a day— 
about the same as eating two large 
salmon steaks—spurred a four-fold 
increase in the ratio of omega-3 to 
omega-6 acids in the blood. 

Japanese women, whose breast can- 
cer rate is much lower’ than 
Americans’, have a high ratio of 
omega-3 to omega-6 in their breasts. 
When these women move to the U.S. 
and adopt its diet, their breast cancer 
rate equals that of U.S. women within 
a generation. 

Cardiovascular benefits 

Scientists first learned of the impor- 

tance of omega-3 more than 25 years

ago when it was linked to a decreased 
incidence of heart disease and other 
cardiovascular diseases in Eskimos 
who consume large quantities of fish. 
The role of omega-3 fatty acids in 
heart health seems to stem from their 
power to lower blood levels of fat mol- 
ecules called triglycerides. Researchers 
have discovered that as triglyceride 
levels rise, so does the risk of heart dis- 


ease. A quarter teaspoon a day of 


omega-3 fatty acids has shown to sig- 
nificantly reduce triglycerides in the 
body. 

Fetal development 

In addition, these polyunsaturated 
fats, derived from deep-sea fish, play 
an important role during the develop- 
ment of the fetus and during the first 
period of the infant’s life while the 
brain and eyesight are developing. In 
fact, studies showed the average 
breast-fed baby has a higher 1.Q. than 
his formula-fed counterpart. Some sci- 
entists think that omega-3 fatty acids 
may be the reason. During pregnancy, 
the fetus receives a sufficient amount 
of omega-3 from the mother. After 
birth, supplementation continues only 
through breast feeding. 

Omega-3 fatty acids have also 
shown to have a positive effect in 
patients with rheumatoid arthritis. 

Omega-3 is developed through pho- 
tosynthesis and is found in marine 
mammals and fish as part of the food 
chain. Cold-water fish such as salmon, 
mackerel, sardines, herring, trout and 
eel are rich in omega-3 fatty acids. 

However, most Americans have a 
diet low in omega-3 fatty acids. Low 
levels have been correlated with 
changes in disposition, memory loss 
and visual conditions. Omega-3 is cur- 
rently available in supplement form 
and scientists are recommending that 
it be added into foods to make them 
healthier. Some fortified foods with 
omega-3 fatty acids are available in 
Europe and may soon be available in 
the United States. (VAPS) 


Sardines found 
effective against 
depression 


According to a study by the National 
Institutes of Health, a diet rich in 
omega-3 fatty acids may reduce the 
development of depression in the same 
way they may reduce coronary artery 
disease. Cold-water fish, especially sar- 


dines, are one of the best sources of 


omega-3 fatty acids—a key ingredient in 
fish oil. The study was published in the 
American Journal of Clinical Nutrition. 

Similarly, the medical director of the 
Cholesterol Center of Jewish Hospital 
in Cincinnati found that high triglyc- 
eride and cholesterol levels brought on 
by a diet rich in saturated fats are 


strongly correlated with the incident of 


affective disorders, including depres-

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Rev up metabolism, burn body fat

Even if you weren't born with the 
world's speediest metabolism, wrote Susan 
V. Seligson in an article in the April issue of 
Redbook, you can turn your body into a 
calorie-burning machine. 

While its true that some of us do burn 
Calories faster than others, our metabolism 
is not something we're stuck with. like 
height. Any woman can rev hers up, there- 
by losing weight while still eating satisfying 
amounts. It's all about understanding how 
the body's motor runs — then applying what 
we learn for maximum burn. 

Your body is a machine that requires 
fuel, which it converts to energy to do the 
work of keeping your heart pumping, brain 
cells firing, toes wiggling. Your metabolism 
is the sum total of all chemical reactions in 
your body responsible for that energy con- 
version and the rate at which you burn calo- 
ries, a process that's going on all the time, 
even when you sleep. 

Metabolism varies from person to per- 
son, depending on body weight, genes, and 
activity level. To get a rough estimate of 
yours, multiply your weight by 10 — in other 
words, a woman weighing 135 pounds 
Must consume at least 1,350 calories a day 
to Maintain her weight. If that same woman 
wants to drop down to 125, she'd need to 
cut 100 calories or burn that many more a 
day. 

Several things can slow metabolism. An 
underactive thyroid gland, can be one rea- 
son, aS Can extreme deprivation diets, 
thanks to the body's tendency to conserve 
calories as a defensive mechanism against 
starvation. But age is probably the biggest 
culprit, with our metabolisms slowing an

average Of 5 percent in our 30s, and anoth- 
er 5 percent in our 40s, as muscle mass 
decreases. 

Experts recommend that every adult 


accumulate a minimum of 30 minutes of 


moderate-intensity physical activity on 
most, and preferably all, days of the week. 
That's around 200 calories' worth, the 
equivalent of a brisk two-mile walk, or a 
half-hour of jogging, swimming, or cycling. 

Your body will tend to burn calories 
faster after a workout too. Studies show that 
the continued calories burn after a workout 
amounts tO an extra 15 percent of what 
you've already burned. Even short bouts — 
the more vigorous, the more intense, the 
more intense the metabolic afterburn — can 
have the same effect as one prolonged daily 
workout. But don't overdo it. Most active 
people can raise their metabolic rates only 
about 15 percent to 30 percent. 

The more muscle, the more calories 
burned. And every pound of muscle burns 
about 35 calories a day, as opposed to the 
measly 2 calories a pound of fat tissue uses 
up. 

About 15 percent to 20 percent of your 
calories should come from protein, at least 
55 percent from carbohydrates, and the 
remaining 15 percent to 30 percent from 
fat 

“Some people mistakenly believe that if 
they eat more protein they'll build more 
muscle, and boost their metabolism as a 
result,"says Franca Alphin, nutrition direc- 
tor at Duke University Diet & Fitness Center 
in North Carolina. But, as Alphin says, you 
need calories to build muscle, and carbohy- 
drates — because they are metabolized 
much more quickly than protein — offer 
more available energy for muscle-building.

Is a serving? 


ROCHESTER, Minn. (AP) — What's a 
serving? 

Maybe a pinch of this and a dollop 
of that won't make much difference, 
but food serving size is one of the keys 
to maintaining healthy weight, points 
out the Mayo Clinic Health Letter 

You can learn to visualize serving 
sizes with reasonable accuracy, a good 
skill to have if you eat out often. The 
publication lists these visual compar- 
isons: 

* 3 ounces of meat or fish is the size 
of a deck of cards or the palm of your 
hand. 


1 cup of vegetables is the size of 


your fist. 
* A medium apple is the size of a 
baseball. 


* 1/2 cup of pasta, cooked, equals a 


scoop of ice cream. 
1 1/2 ounces of cheese is the size 
of a pair of dice or dominoes. 
| teaspoon butter or margarine 
equals the tip of your thumb. 
* | cup of dry cereal is a large hand- 
ful. 


Most people need from 1,600 to [ 


2,800 calories a day, depending on age 
and lifestyle. Dietitians recommend six 
to 11 servings of bread, cereal or 
pasta; two to three servings of fruit;

or cheese; and two to four servings of

sion and manic depression as well as 
with hostility and aggression. Omega-3 
fatty acids have been proven to lower 
both triglyceride and LDL cholesterol 
levels 
These studies are increased evidence 
that a diet low in saturated fats and high 
in essential fatty acids are not only 
heart-healthy but brain-healthy 
According to Psychology Today, 
“The old saw about fish being brain 
food is true; they are rich in omega-3s. 
Long a proponent of adding more 
omega-3 rich fatty to the diet as a way 
to reduce the risk of heart disease, 
William Connor, M.D. of Oregon State, 
contends that the special omega-3s in 
fish oil are tailor-made for the brain.” 
The National Institutes of Health 
study points out a strong corollary 
between depression and coronary 
heart disease; depression was more 
strongly associated with coronary 
artery diseases than with any other per- 
sonality variables, including the com- 
bined measures of type A personality.

Up close with an assisted living success story 


Litelong Andover resident Grace Whitworth made the move from elderly housing to Marland Place

espite surgery last December 
losing 70 pounds during the 
past year and needing a walk 
er, family members say 88 
year-old Grace Whitworth of Andover is 
more Cheerful than ever. “My daughter 
told me she hasn't seen her grandmoth 
er this cheery in years. She sleeps and 
cats better and is just so much happier,” 
said Grace's daughter, June Whitworth. 
64, Of Haverhill. “Its wonderful.” 

SO, What is making Grace so happy 
these days? It can be summed up into 
two words ~ assisted living. It’s all the 
rage for the 80-something crowd who 
are like Grace, not sick enough for a 
nursing home, but they can not live 
alone. They need help with basic liv ing 
skills, like cooking, bathing, dressing 
and keeping track of their medications. 
Assisted living facilities offer housing 
along with supportive services for each 
resident 

The assisted living phenomenon is 
booming in Massachusetts right along 
with the over-85 age group. That age 
group is the fastest growing segment of 
the population across the country and

Association show that in 1988 there 
were 92,000 people over the age of 85 
in this state.

lease is signed. Financial assistance to 
help out with the high cost is minimal, 
although there are some options 
through Medicaid. 

There are numerous questions about 
financing, health services, recreational 
services, etc. that need to be answered. 
Services vary at assisted-living facilities. 
For example, two local facilities offer 
special units for Alzheimer’s patients. 
The Blair House in Tewksbury features 
a locked Alzheimer’s unit while The 
Pines of Tewksbury offers programs 
designed especially for seniors with 
Alzheimer’s or other memory-related 
disorders. 

At Edgewood in North Andover, 
independent living is the focus. This 
facility is a continuing care retirement 
community and residents are totally 
independent. 

People need to assess their needs as a 
first step in finding proper assisted-liv- 
ing placement. Then, they can shop 
around asking loads of questions about 
different facilities. 

MALA offers this “consumer check- 
list for assisted living communities” that 
can help families with the process:

Emergency Response: A call sys- 
tem found in all units whereby help may 
be summoned by the resident. 

Freestanding: Not part of a campus 
with other care options.

Medicaid reimbursement which pays 
for services in an Assisted Living 
Residence for financially and clinically 
eligible seniors.

Tips for getting a 
better night’s sleep 


By The Associated Press 

Feeling like you need more sleep? 

The following tips passed along by 
Carla Hellekson, M.D., director of the 
Sleep Center at Valley Medical Center, 
may help: 

* Set up a regular sleep-wake sched- 
ule. A regular sleep-wake routine helps 
strengthen the body's circadian clock, 
boosting alertness in the wake period 
and sleepiness at night. You can't con- 
trol when you fall asleep, but we can 
control when we get up. Try to main- 
tain that regular wake-up time even on 
weekends, Hellekson urges. It helps. 

* Get regular exercise. Exercise not 
only improves daytime alertness and 
energy, but also deepens and solidifies 
Sleep. Moderate exercise practiced 
routinely appears to help more than 
occasional strenuous bouts. And don't 
time your exercise too close to bed- 
time — allow a gap of several hours. 

* Avoid caffeine and alcohol close to 
bedtime. Caffeine and alcohol decrease 
sleep quality. “There's really no way 
that alcohol benefits sleep,” Hellekson 
Says. It may relax you, but ensuing 


sleep will be more shallow, more fitful. 

» Avoid lying in bed — sleepless — 
for lengthy periods. Lying awake can 
be frustrating, arousing. Sleepiness 
declines. After 20 minutes or so, get 
up and out of bed.It's good to “have 
another place — a nest — in the home, 
where they can do something ref lec- 
tive,”' says Hellekson. 

Don't pick up that gripping murder 
mystery, try light reading, crafts. 

‘The body's rhythms include 90- 
minute Sleepiness “waves,” so you can 
try again, when sleepiness increases. 
“When you get these waves, you try to 
ride it,” Hellekson says. 

- Practice relaxation techniques. 
Relaxation exercises can help you learn 
to unwind and relax. A warm bath or a 
few minutes reading can help. (Milk 
and foods such as bananas are high in 
amino acid tryptophan, which may 
help you sleep). 

- Bright light exposure. Bright light 
exposure, timed properly, has been 
shown to strengthen the body's circa- 
dian Clock, help reset the sleep and 
wake rhythm.

0 you know what to do in an 

emergency? “You can make a 

difference in critical 

moments by remembering 
four important steps: prevent, prepare, 
recognize, act,” said Dr. Kathleen 
Clem, M.D., of the American College of 
Emergency Physicians. 

Prevent emergencies. Regular 
exercise and medical check-ups will 
help protect your health and identify 
whether you're at risk for life-threaten- 
ing conditions. Follow your doctor's 
advice to reduce any risk factors dan- 
gerous to your health. 

Prepare for emergencies. After 
doing everything you can to prevent 
emergencies, the next step is to pre- 
pare for one. Some basic steps are: 

* Keep well-stocked first-aid kits at 
home, at work, and in your car. 

Learn how to recognize emer- 
gency warning signs. 

- Organize family medical informa- 
tion. Make lists of medications (and 
dosages) taken by you and your family; 
include allergies. 

- Identify and eliminate safety haz- 
ards in your home. 

: Take a first-aid class. 

* Post emergency numbers near the 
telephone. 

Learn to recognize life-threaten- 
ing emergencies. Not every cut needs 
stitches, nor does every burn require 
advanced medical treatment. If you 
think someone could suffer significant 
harm or die unless prompt care is 
received, that situation is an emer-

gency, and call 911 or the local hospital 
for help. Get help fast when the follow- 
ing warning signs are seen: 

* Chest pain lasting 2 minutes or 
more. 

- Uncontrolled bleeding. 

- Sudden or severe pain. 

- Coughing or vomiting blood. 

- Difficulty breathing, shortness of 
breath. 

Sudden dizziness, weakness, or 
change in vision. 

* Severe or persistent vomiting or 
diarrhea. 

- Change in mental status (e.g., con- 
fusion, difficulty arousing). 

Decide to act. Be ready, willing, 
and able to help someone until emer- 
gency services arrive. Action can mean 
anything from calling paramedics, 
applying direct pressure on a wound, 
performing CPR, or splinting an injury. 
Never perform a medical procedure if 
you're unsure about how to do it. 

* Do not move anyone involved in a 
car accident, serious fall, or found 
unconscious unless he or she is in 
immediate danger of further injury. 

- Do not give the victim anything to 
eat or drink. 

- Protect the victim by keeping him 
or her covered. 

- If the victim is bleeding, apply a 
clean cloth or sterile bandage. If possi- 
ble, elevate the injury and apply direct 
pressure on the wound. 

- If the victim is not breathing or 
does not have a pulse, begin rescue 
breathing or CPR. (NAPS)

you reach 40, but the American 
College of Physicians recommends that 
physicians and patients discuss the 
merits and drawbacks of PSA testing. 

If vou are a woman above 40, you 
should, at minimum, annual 
breast exams and mammography every 
two years until vou turn 50, at which 
time the mammography should be 
done annually. The American Cancer 
Society recommends that mammogra- 
phy should be an annual event for 40- 
year-old women. 

Above the age of 65, all of the 
screening tests from before are impor- 
tant, but so are annual vaccinations 
against influenza and one against 
pneumonia every 10 years. Your doctor 
should also make sure you have been 
immunized against tetanus and diph- 
theria within the past 10 years. You 
should also see both an ophthalmolo- 
gist and an audiologist to test your sight 
and hearing 

In short, there are a modest number 
of tests common to all medical exams 
The best rule to remember is that a 
good examination fits the individual's 
history and health. For that reason, the 
more you can reveal to your 
about your health and that of your fam- 
ily, the better your exam will be.

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Chronically fatigued? 
It might be your thyroid 


Two out of every five women in 
America age 40 and over say they have 
experienced feeling tired or fatigued 


for no obvious reason--such as lack of 


sleep, according to a recent Louis 
Harris survey. 

“Many women do not realize that 
unexplained fatigue is rarely a stand 
alone condition,” said Dr. Sharun 
Lenhart, president of the American 
Medical Women’s Association. “It is 
often a sign of a larger medical prob- 
lem, like thyroid disease, which, once 
identified, is treatable.” 

Many people who experience thy- 
roid disease symptoms often believe 
they have chronic fatigue syndrome. 
It’s not surprising, Considering the two 
diseases share many symptoms such as 
sleep disturbances, irritability, forget- 
fulness and depression. 

Thyroid disease affects 13 million 


people of all ages, yet more than half of 


them remain undiagnosed. 

The thyroid is a butterfly-shaped 
gland just below the Adam’s apple 
which produces hormones that help 
regulate the body’s metabolism and 
organ function. 

Left undetected and untreated, the 
disorder can elevate cholesterol levels 
and lead to heart disease, irregular 
menstrual cycles, infertility and wors- 
ening Osteoporosis. 


When the thyroid is underactive, 
the body often feels sluggish and tired, 


but when it is overactive, the stress of 


operating on “high gear” also causes 
the body to feel fatigued. 

People who believe they may have a 
thyroid disorder should ask their doc- 
tor to perform a blood test called a TSH 
(thyroid stimulating hormone) test. It 
can read the level of the thyroid hor- 
mone in the blood and let the physi- 
cian determine if the gland is function- 
ing properly. 

Once diagnosed, treatment for an 
underactive thyroid involves supple- 
menting the thyroid levels with a syn- 
thetic hormone tablet, levothyroxine 


sodium, which is taken once a day. If 


the thyroid is overactive, radioactive 
iodine therapy is used and then 
patients are placed on the synthetic 
hormone to restore thyroid levels in 
the blood.

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Your child’s health: Discipline and children

Not long ago, the discipline of chil 
dren was based on one adage: Spare 
the rod and you spoil the child Today, 
MOst parents and caregivers have dis 
continued the use of corporal punish 
ment as a means to correct a child's 
negative behavior. However. there 
remains much confusion about what 
constitutes suitable and effective disci 
pline. 

It is important to remember that 
most children misbehave from time to 
time but that they also respond to 
appropriate verbal warnings, praise 
and reprimands. 

Most children will correct their 
behavior to win their parents’ approval 
and praise. But the rare child who is 
either indifferent to parental censure, 
or who is truly unable to control 
behavior, may be exhibiting a serious 
behavior disorder that requires profes 
sional treatment. 

Some hitting, and even a little bit- 
ing, is typical and normal during the 
toddler years. The fact that this con- 
duct is normal, however, does not 
mean that parents and other caregivers 
do not play a role in the development 
of more appropriate social behavior. 
With each passing year of a child's life. 
physical aggression should diminish 
and finally cease by the school years, as 
self-control and social skills mature. 


One of the greatest challenges to 
effective discipline is having expecta- 
tions and ways of teaching that fit a 
child's developmental level. For chil- 
dren under 2, supervision and distrac- 
tion are the most effective tools. This 
means Constant supervision and kind, 
yet firm, removal of the child from 
troublesome situations. 

Reprimands for severe misbehavior, 
such as biting, are also appropriate. As 
the child matures, time-outs and 
expressions of parental disapproval 
become more effective. Older children 
have the verbal ability to understand 
rules and the reasoning capacity to 
explicitly link their behavior with spe- 
cific consequence. It is important not 
only to discourage problem behavior 
with such methods as “time-out”and 
loss of privileges, but also to teach chil- 
dren behaviors that would be more 
appropriate. 

If your child is over 4 and has prob- 
lems with self-control, aggression, 
extreme irritability, hyperactivity or 
impulse control consultation may help 
to identify if treatment is indicated. 
sometimes a child will need the help 
of both medication and psychological 
counseling to improve behavioral con- 
trols. If your child exhibits guilt after 
an infraction and still seeks your 


approval, this is a positive sign that 
consistent discipline and rewards may 
be helpful 

By recognizing and complimenting 
positive behavior, parents can prevent

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many problems. If you see your child 
sharing a favorite toy, praise him by 
saying, “That was nice of you to share. 


You're getting good at making 
friends."Along with his parent's 
approval, your child receives the 


reward of friendship — his friend will 
be more eager to play with him. It's so 
easy to fall into the 
responding to transgressions: After all. 
a child's temper tantrum commands a 
lot more attention than her demonstra- 
tion of courtesy and compliance. By 
announcing pleasure when your child 
handles situations with self-control. 
composure and politeness, you rein- 
force and promote his positive con- 
duct. 

Think of discipline as the process by 
which we help children to learn to use 
appropriate self-control and to be con- 
siderate of the rights and needs of oth- 
ers. 

Remember, it's a process over time. 
If your child's misdeeds have previous- 
ly gone unchallenged, it's unreasonable 
to think you can correct the behavior 
overnight. 

With time, patience and consisten- 
cy, together you and your child are on 
the path to developing responsible 
behavior and a happy family life.<

procedures? Be cautious about sites that 
push specific products or procedures or 
use testimonials. Also be wary of sites 
that dismiss mainstream science, attack 
established medical policy, or offer diag- 
noses by modem.
